The policy that kept in view the welfare of the workers unques- | 


tionably imposed a heavy burden upon all the industrial elements of | 
Germany in the matter of competition in the world market, through the | 
well-known laws for the protection of workingmen. This was especially | 
true in relation to an industrial system like the Belgian,. which could, | 
without hindrance>"squeeze the last drop out of the human reserves of | 
Belgium and pay low wages, without feeling any pangs of conscience 
nor compassion for the sinking morale of the exhausted, unprotected 
people. By means of my social legislation | niade such conditions im- 
possible in Germany, and I caused it to be introduced also in Belgium, 


during the war, by General von Bissing, in order to promote the wel- | 


fare of the Belgian workers. First of all, however, this legislation is—to 
use a sporting term—a handicap upon German industry in the battle 
of world competition; it alienated many big leaders of industry, which, 
from their point of view, was quite natural. But the lord of the land 
must always bear in mind the welfare of the whole nation; therefore, | 
went my way unswervingly. 

Those workers, on the other hand, who blindly followed the Social- 
ist leaders gaye me no word fo thanks for the protection created for 
them nor for the work I had done. Between them and me lies the 
motto of the Hohenzollerns: “Suum cuigqee.”” That means “To each 
his own’—not, as the social democrats would have it: ‘‘To every one 


the same!” 

1 also harbored the idea of preventing to some extent competitive 
warfare, at least in the industrial world of the European continent, by 
bringing about a sort of quota- -fixing in foreign lands, thereby facilitating 
production and making possible a healthier mode of life among the work- 


ing classes. 

There is great significance in the impression which foreign workers 
got in studying Germany’s social legislation. A few years before the 
war people in England, under the pressure of labor troubles, awoke to 
the conviction that better care must be taken of the workers. As a re- 
sult of this, commissions visited Germany, some of them composed of 
workingmen. Guided by representative Germans, among them Socialists; 
they visited the industrial regions, factories, benevolent institutions, 
sanatoria of insurance companies, etc., and were astonished at all the 
things they saw. At the farewell dinner given them the English leader 

of the workingmen’s deputation turned to Bebel and made this con- 


cluding remark: 

“After all we have seen of what is done in Germany for the work- 
ers, 1 ask you: Are you people still socialists?” And the Englishman 
remarked to a German that they would be quite satisfied if they would 
succeed, after long fights in Parliament, in putting through one-tenth 
of what had already been accomplished years before in Germany toward

Many Pay Respects. 

Congressman Vinson was the first 
member of the Georgia delegation to 
arrive at the home this morning and 
made arrangements for the trip to 
Georgia. He was followed by a large 
number of officials of the government 
who came to pay respect to the de- 
ceased Georgian. 

As a token of the esteem in which 
the Georgia senator was held, hun- 
dreds of telegrams began pouring in 
from over the state and country, ex- 
pressing condolence at his sudden 
death. Among the lot was a letter 
from President Harding, who,. togeth- 
er with the first lady of the land. 
offered sympathy in the unexpected 
bereavement of the family. Georgians 
were particularly profuse in their in- 
terest. numbers wanting to come to 
Washington to escort the bier to the 
state. 

Senator Watson's last illness start- 
ed in the form of an attack of asth- 
ma about ten days ago. Attending 
physicians did not consider the mala- 
dy serious, but more or less a recur- 
rence of his asthmatic condition, with 
which he has suffered to some extent 
during the past. 

Spoke in Senate Friday. 


The last attack confined him to bed 
for two days, but even then he was 
permitted to get up at intervals. 
Against the advice of his physicians 
Senator Watson went to the senate 
last Friday when the body adjourned, 
in order that he might say good-bye 
to his associates. His last utterance 
on the floor was at that time, when 
he arose to explain his absence dur- 
ing the vote to over-ride the presi- 
dent's veto in the bonus bill. He said 
that he had been detained by illness, 
but that he would have voted to pass 
the bonus over President Harding's 
head had he been present. 

Friday night and Saturday Senator 
Watson was reported to be much im- 
proved. Members of his family and 
office force stated that he spent a 
very restful night and that he appear- 
ed to be in splendid spirits. Saturday 
inorning, however, he made another 
visit to his office at the capitol, and 
is said to have suffered some from the 
exertion. That night he had another 
attack of asthma, which was more 
severe than any during his present 
illness, 

His nurse and Mrs. Lytle, who were 
with him constantly, stated that he 
upparently had greatly improved by 
Sunday morning,’ and his. doctors 
thought he wouid be able to make the 
trip to Georgia this afternoon as 
planned, 


Spent Day Reading. 
During Sunday Mr. Watson spent 


‘most of the day reading, remaining 
| in bed although he expressed the de- 


sire to get up and go for a ride. 

An examination of the effects in the 
room in which he died showed that 
he spent the last day of his life read- 
ing historical works, a subject very 
devr to his heart. s 

Neur the bed where he died were 
found such books as Charles The 
Twelfth (an old volume he had a few 


days before picked up at a_ second 
hand book store; he was fond of go- 
ing to such places, often spending 
hours there and coming away laden 
with forgotten authors). 

“Nations of the World,” and “The 
English Annual” were two similar 
historical volumes be had been read- 
ing during the day. 

About 8 o’clock Sunday night Sen- 
ator Watson was seized with a violent 
attack of his chronic illness. Imme- 
diately Dr. Grant 8S. Barnhart, the 
physician in charge, was summoned. 
Although conscious the senator was 
suffering intense pain, a strangling 
effect caused by his inflamed respira 
tory organs. It was necessary to give 
him strychnine for relief. The com- 
pound stimulated him, and. he re- 
vived sufficiently to dismiss his at- 
tendents for the night. He felt easier 
and would try to get some sleep. Dr. 
Barnhart expressed the belief that he 
would be all right by morning. 

Second Seizure. 

Later in the night be was again 
seized by a paroxysm of coughing 
which immediately brought members 
of the household to his bedside. This 
time two physicians were called, Dr. 
Thomas K. Conrad being the second. 

Senator Watson was found to be 
unconscious. He was breathing heavi- 
ly; his heart was bad. Doctors made 
every effort to relieve him. But at 
near 3 o'clock in the morning he ex- 
pired, 

In the room were Mrs. Lytle, man- 
aging editor of the Columbia Senti- 
nel; Justine Reese, the senator’s per- 
sonal clerk, and Dr. Conrad. 

The immediate cause of his death 
was ascribed to respiratory failure, 
while the remote cause was due to 
bronchial asthma, Dr. Conrad said. 

Senator Watson’s heart, it was 
stated, continued to beat even after 


his respiratory organs ceased to func- 
‘tion. This prompted physicians to 
| attempt to resuscitate him with exer- 
cise, but all efforts failed. 
International Repute. 
Perhaps no member of the United 
| States senate in recent years has 
, gained the prominence Senator Wat- 
} son did during such a short tenure 
of office. Nor was his coming un- 
heralded. The Georgia senator's liter- 
ary achievements had already estab- 
lished for him an international repu- 
tation, and his political career had 
nade of him already a national figure.

| report, the Georgia senator did not re- 
quest an investigation of the kind the 
affair arose of certain cbarges of bru- 
| tality to American soldiers during the 
war he recited on the floor. The 
charges were challeneged by members 
of the military affairs committee and 
Senator Watson offered to substan- 
tiate them. Whereupon an inyestiga- 
tion was ordered. 

A singular feature about the in- 
vestigation is that the committee, al- 
though months have passed since the 
hearing, has never issued a report. 
all of which is looked upon as a vin- 
dication of the Georgia senators 
charges. 

Members of President Harding's cab-

He 
did not hesitate tq cali various per- 
sons mentioned in Daugherty’s case 
crooks and thugs, and in doing so he 
waived all immunities, personal and 
official. Dependent upon his moods, 
he was the cordial southern gentle- 
man, who would talk to one for 
hours on ancient and modern history,

range of his interest. Again he would 
dismiss one with an abrupt wave of 
his hand arid a toss of the bead. 

He had deep moods of introspection, 
when he retreated into himself to pon- 
der on me political and personal, 
of men and parliaments and races. 
But he would come up smiling his 
grim fixed smile with some new wrong 
to be set aright in a world that is 
all awry. You eould not fix him but 
with the cause of what he deemed best 
for the masses, from whom he gained 
his incentive; you might put him into 
a novel or a play, or lampoon him.

Such was Senator Watson, patriot, 
Georgian and statesman, to be remem- 
bered for generations to come, return- 
ing to his home for the first time in 
nearly a year—and dead.

It was this spirit for the man who 
was down, for the farmer whu was 
struggling, for the labdérer who was 
fighting the tide, that made him the 
idol of the poor. It was consistency in 
bis ideals and the fearlessness of his 
crusades, coupled with his personal 
integrity and the vigor of his fighting 
spirit, that distinguished him among 
men and made him unique not only as 
a publicist, but as a politic‘'an and 
later as the great and forceful states- 
man that he was at the hour of his 
death. 

Senator Watson became a national 
character in 1896 when he headed the 
people’s party tieket. At that time 
the party, known as the “populists,” 
being a political offspring of the old 
farmers’ alliance, was of such recog- 
nizable strength throughout the coun- 
try that several members succeeded in 
getting seats in the house and senate 
branches of congress. Among them 
was Marion Butler, of North Caro- 
lina, who became chairman of the 
people’s party national committee. As 
a boy reporter at the time Mr. Wat- 
son, candidate for president, said to 
me “Butler is a fox.” I asked could I 
quote him. He said yes. Those three 
words became the internal issue in 
the campaign, and iliustrated the out- 
spoken, unafraid, blunt characteris- 
tic that lived with Senator Watson as 
a part of his being, and made for him 
numberless enemies but cemented 
friendships that nothing but death 
could sever. é |

, Quick tempered, fiery and some- 
times impulsive, Senator Watson was 
one of the gentlest of men—a con- 
versationalist without a peer in 
Washington public life, a southern 
gentleman to the manner born, and 
always surrounded by a group of men 
who loved to feel the infiuence of his 
personality. He was seldom, if ever 
idle. Reading the newspapers, books 
und magazines was a pastime. 

The preparation of his speeches, 
the study of national and internation- 
4i problems, the actual tabor of li- 
brary research—these were among bis 
daily tasks. And then his editorial 
work which he continued to the last, 
made its demands upon him. And 
then the answering of mail—the close 
touch that he maintained with his 
thousands and thousands of personal 
friends, some of them old and illit- 
erate, but of big heart and fund mem- 
ory. 

Indefatigable worker, true friend, 
relentless foe, kind, forgiving but not 
forgetting, considerate, mild, gentle, 
unyielding, unflinching, wercilexs. 
penetrating, vindictive, theses are the 
varying and extreme points to which 
the pendulum of this remarkable 
man’s personal characteristics wouid 
swing. With them all, and in what- 
ever mood convictions might find 
him, his honesty was always as un- 
questioned as his ability was apparent 
to all men at all times,

When Tom Watson appeared before

He put bis every energy into his 
Speeches and poured out bis words 
like a flowing stream of molten metal. 
He molded the opinions and thoughts 
of his followers like so much putty 
and with most of them it was only 
for him to say and for them to do. 

For more than three decades Tom 
Watson was the central figure in 
numerous Georgia political battles, 
His strength was largely a balance 
of power between rival factions and 
aided by his loyal followers be made 
and unmade political leaders and 
high officials for more than 30 years, 
In some of these Gampzigns he appear- 
ed in person while in others he fought 
through the columns of his newspaper 
‘—but in all cases his methods were 
those of the aggressive and militant 
fighter who carried the battle to the 
enemy. 

_Was Master Orator. 

In his younger days the figure of 
a slender man with fiery red hair 
and flashing tye was seen on tte 
stump not only in Georgia but 
throughout the country as a vigorous 
speaker in the cause he espoused. 
His high pitched, keen voice, could 
be heard for hundreds of yards and 
his clear enunciation made it possible 
for him to be heard distinetly by 
monster crowds. Later the fiery red 
hair turned to gray but his eye still 
flashed its fire, and his voice re- 
tained its clearness and strength. 

During the Jast two years Toi 
Watson, although aging rapidly, went 
through some of the most strenuous 
and exciting political fighting of his 
career. His last appearance on the 
stump was in his campaign for the 
‘senate two years ago and in the run- 
over race for governor the same year 
in which he appeared in behalf of one 
of the candidates. 

Although physically weak, Tom 
Watson surprised even his most ard- 
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in the campaign two years ago.

inee. In “the late 90's he came to 
Atlanta and established a populist 
newspaper. In 1904 he was nominated 
by the populist party for the prest- 
dency and he made an active campaigu 
in this race. 


Noted As Publisher. 


In 1905 Watson established Tom 
Watson’s magazine in New York and 
after running this for a brief period 
he established the Jeffersonian, pub- 
lishing ¢his paper until 1916 when the 
post office department withdrew its 
mailing privilege because of attacks 
on President Wilson. He then pur- 
chased the Columbia Sentinel, which 
he published until his death. For 
many years Watson was an outspoken 
opponent of political activities of the 
Roman Catholic church and he pup- 
lished a book entitled “The Roman 
Catholic Hierarchy,” which caused his 
prosecution in the federal courts. He 
was acquitted on these charges. 

Among the most famous books writ- 
ten by Senator Watson are “The Story 
of France.” “The Life and Times of 
Thomas Jefferson,” “Life and Times 
of Andrew Jackson,” “The Life of 
Napoleon Bonaparte,” his “History 
of France” being pronounced one ot 
the greatest works of its kind ever 
written and being adopted in the 
schools of France as a text book. 

Last Victory Greatest. 

After the world war Senator Wat- 
son became one of the strongest op- 
ponents of the league of nations. In 
support of this opposition he entered 
the presidential primary in Georgia 
and led the ticket in a three-cornered 
fight for the Georgia delegation. He 
later entered the senatorial race 
against Senator Hoke Smith and Gov- 
ernor H. M. Dorsey and was elected. 
He took his seat in the senate March 
4. 1921. His last campaign was the 
most decisive victory in his long po- 
litical career.

Washington, September 26.—(By 
the Associated Press.)\—The unequiv- 
ecal approval by the Washington gov- 
ernment of allied proposals to insure 
freedom of the Dardanelles and the 
Bosphorus, and also to protect racial 
und religious minorities in Turkish 
territgries jnvolved in the present 
Near Eastern situation, was express- 
ed by Secretary Hughes today in 
reply to an inquiry addressed to him 
by. the Associated Press. 

The question submitted sought to 
ascertain “the attitude of the govern- 
, ment of the United States toward the 
proposals made by the allies to the 
Turkish nationalist authorities.”” Mr. 
Hughes declined to comment on the 
territorial questions raised, but made 
clear the attitude of the administra- 
tion gn the other points involved. 

“The American government is grati- 
fied.” said Mr. Hughes, “to observe

that the proposal -of the three allied 
governments seeks to insure effectively 
‘the liberty of the Dardanelles, the 
Sea ef Marmora and the Bosphorus, 
as well as protection of racial and 
religious mjnorities.’ These points of 
the proposa] are clearly in accord with 
American sentiment. 

“This government also trusts that 
Suitable arrangements may be agreed 
upon in the interest of peace to pre- 
serve the freedom of the straits pend: 
ing the conference to conclude a final 
treaty of peace between Turkey, 
Greece and the allies.’’

FIRE PREVENTION WEEK. 

As a part of an organized nation- 
wide campaign of education that is 
being conducted for the purpose of 
curtailing the enormous fire waste 
in this country, Fire Prevention 
Week will be observed in Atlanta, 
beginning next Monday. 

The activities featuring the ob- 
servance of the week will be con- 
ducted under the immediate official 
auspices of the Atlanta board of fire 
underwriters, which organization 
has made a meritorious appeal for 
co-operation and support on the 
part of all of our various institu- 
tions and the rank and file of At- 
lanta citizens. 

Last year, according to fire insur- 
ance statistics, the fire loss of the 
United States amounted to upwards 
of $485,000,000. This was more 
than the cost of the Panama canal; 
more than the aggregate amount of 
the salaries paid to school superin-. 
tendents and teachers in the whole 
country during 1921, and, by some- 
thing like $32,000,000, more than 
the total cost of maintenance of the 
United States postal system for that 
year. : 
The figures quoted: of course do 
not include the even greater eco- 
nomic loss—such as enforced for- 
feiture of contracts, loss of labor- 
time, loss of sales forces and cli- 
entele, etc.—the aggregate of which 
is sO great, Says a statement by the 
board of fire underwriters, ‘‘that 
none dares to figure it.” , 

Neither does it include the vastly 
more deplorable human: losses the 
country suffers each year as a re- 
sult of destructive fires. 

In 1921, for instance, approxi- 
mately 15,000 human beings were 
killed and 16,000 were injured by 
fires in the United States, of which 
numbers, says the underwriters’ sta- 
tistics, ‘83 per cent were mothers 
and children up to and including 
school age.”’ 

This is, indeed, a fearful toll; and 


the proven fact that practically all 
destructive fires are due to igno- 
rance or carelessness or criminal 
negligence, and are, therefore, pre- 
ventable, the importance of a prop- 
erly-directed, intensive movement 
to curtail the public fire hazard be- 
comes at Once apparent. —

other. The trouble with such boys 
isn’t just devilishness or rowdyism; 
the trouble is inherent and mental! de- 
morons, mental weak- 
lings and to make anything of them 
requires a great deal more care 
watchfulness on the part of parents 
than it does to train boys of average 
or normal mentality. You will] reco)- 
lect how such boys were invariably 
slow and backward in school, worldly 
wise, to be sure, and dangerously so 
in view of their close association in 
school with normal youngsters, but 
high-grade imbeciles nevertheless. 

_ As late as twenty years ago drink- 
ing was still, well; connived at by 
the business and professional worJd 
and the public at large. A doctor, 
lawyer, merchant or thief might make 
a beast of himself at more or less 
frequent intervals and still keep his 
place in popular esteem.

the raising of $50,000 for the exten- 
sion of Tallulah’s plant, equipment 
and service. 

“Use your brains, your interest, 
your sweetness to raise the fund,” 
said Mrs. Ottley to the clubwomen,

A gymnasium, swimming pool, etc., 
may be provided, also, aS memorials, 
or individuag yooms. A life scholar- 
ship can be contributed for $2,000. 

The need for enlargement of the 
school, Mrs. Ottley emphasized, is 
the greatest proof of its success. The 
children themselves have’ so learned 
the value of the school that tney @o 
not wait as city children do to be 
put into the school, but themselves 
apply for admission in order that 
they “may have a chance.” 

Widespread Publicity. 

One hundred Georgia wewspapers, 
duid Mrs. Ottley, are carrying ‘Tal- 
lulah school publicity, “The people 
ot the state know Tallulah’s needs,” 
she declared, “and if the clubwomen 
then get down to personal work it’s 
done,” She called attention to the 
Tallulah Falls human interest pro- 
gram which is to be a feature of the 
first afternoon session at the state 
convention in Athens in October, 
when the $50,000 fund is expected te 
be well on the way to completion. 

Mrs. R Vaughn, of Conyers, 
president of the hostess club, opened 
the meeting and Mrs. R. M. Jones, 
of College Park, responded to her 
brief address of welcome. The meet- 
ing was then turned over to Mrs.

Resistance Coupling i in Multi-Stage Amplifiers. 

There are three methods in general use for coupling the separate stages 
in amplifiers employing several steps for the purpose of magnifying the 
incoming radio signals. Of these methods, coupling by voltage amplifying 
transformers is perhaps the most common, the other two méthods being 
namely, “Impedance coupling,” which employs the use of choke coils as 
intervalve couplings and “resistance coupling” 
transformers are placed by high resistance.

The use of the grid bias or “C” battery in the two stages of amplifica- 
tion permits operation at a desirable point of the characteristic curve so 
that amplification may be accomplished with distortion. 

In contrast to amplifiers employing transformers or impedance coils 
for interstage coupling, the resistance coupled amplifier requires a plate 
battery having a voltage from two to four times in excess of that normally 
used. This is necessitated by the loss in voltage through the high resist-

W. S. Coburn, Formerly 
Prominent in Parent Or- 
der, Forms New Organi- 
zation—To Be Maskless. 


The National Ku Klux Klan, Inc., 
an organization which, according to 
W. S. Coburn, of Atlanta, one of its 
incorporators, will incorporate many 
of the features of the Knights of the 
Ku Klux, was yesterday granting 
ed a charter in Delaware, to operate 
“in Dedaware, Georgai, and through- 
out the. United States.” Severul 
western states have asked for the for- 
mation of the new organization, and 
have agreed to join it, according to 

r. Coburn. 

Mr. Coburn stated that the new or- 


ganization “would include all the good 
features of the old klan and eliminate 
all objectionable features, including 
the use of masks.” 


Not Branch of Old Klan. 

“So many organizations, some of 
which are purely imitators, and some 
of which are attempting to take up 
the work where the ku klux klan 
leaves off have been formed in the 
last year that it is inpossible to say 
what the new organization really is, 
declared I’, L. Savage, Chief of Staff 
to E. Y. Clarke, Imperial Wizard 
pro. tem. of the Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan, the original order.” It 
is certainly not a branch of the ku 
klux klan,”’ he added. 

Willian 8S. Colburn, with M. 
PE. Owen, J. P. Wilson and A. E. 
Wilson, all of Atlanta, who were nam- 
ed as the incorporators of the new 
order, resigned from the Ku Klux 
Klan within the past week, he said 
last night. His resignation, forward- 
ed to the local headquarters covered 
eight pages of typewritten paper, ac- 
cording to Mr. Coburn. Although he 
stated his unwillingness to disclose the 
points covered in it, objections to the 
parent order were pinted at. 

A feature of the new organization 
is the fact that naturalized citizens, 
after a residence in the United States 
of five years may hecome members. 

Following is an Associated Press 
dispatch from Dover, Del., regarding 
the granting of the charter of the 
new order: 

Given Delaware Charter. 
_Dover, Del., September 26.—The 
National Ku Klux Klan, Inc., an or- 
ganization proposing, according to its 
charter, to “engage in a work of pa- 
triotic secret, social and benevolent 
character in Delaware, Georgia and 
elsewhere in the United States” was 
incorporated here yesterday, it be- 
came known tonight. William S. Co- 
burn, an attorney of Atlanta. Ga., 
made the application for the charter 
thmrough the United States Corpora- 
tion Company of New York. Other 
incorporators were M. B. Owen, J. 
P. Owen and A. BE. Wilson, all of At- 
lanta, 

The organization will have no cap- 
ital stock. Its membership is tv 
consist of the incorporators, “and all 
such other persons as shall contribute 
or co-operation in the work of the cor- 
poration upon the terms and condi- 
tions provided by the constitution.” 

One of the objects of the new or- 
ganization, according to the charter, 
is “to receive gifts, donations and 
bequests of property and to purchase 
and to hold propertiee of all kinds.”
